Since so many of us older people cannot afford Alaska medical costs because of the 
shortfall of Medicare coverage (when t ha t is all the coverage you have & can afford like 
us) maybe if the state could help with some of this cost, more doctors would consider 
taking care of Medicare Patients that they turn away now.
